and had ordered the Imperial Forces in that Prin 
cipality, ro Encamp near the Frontiers. 4000 
Saxons, arid the Regiment of rhe great Maſter 
of the Temtonicł Order, are come hither by Wa 
ter, in their way to Hungary, where they are to 
joyn the Emperors Forces. b 

Francfort, Fune 24. The Confederate Army 

lies ſtill at Steppach; the Bavarian Troops ar- 
rived there ſome Days ago, and two Minſter 
Regiments are come into our Neighbourhood, 
and intend to paſs through this Cy to mor 
row, on their march thither; after whoſe Ar- 
tival 'tis believed, Prince Lewis of Baden will 
advance towards the French Army, under the 
Command of the Mare(chal de Choi ſcul, who are 
removed nearer to P/ ilipsbng; their Head 

quarter being: at Nei diſheim, within a League 
of. tl at place; and by all appearance they will 


very luddenly repais the Mine; in the mean 


time many. Deſerters continue to come from their 
Camp. 

Cologne, June 26. A Regiment of Holſtein 
Dragoons, paſſed the Rhine on Saturday laſt, and 
two Regiments of Horſe and two of Foot in- 
tended to do the like this Day at Miu beim and 
Keyſerwaert, and ſo continue their march to- 
wards the Menſe. . 

Paris, June 25. The laſt Letters we have re- 
ceived from Piemont, are of the 16th inſtant. 
They fay the Armies conrinned in their former 
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Poſts, but there ha ppened frequent Skirmiſhes be- 


rween Parties. They write from Catalonia, That 
the Duke de Vendoſme marched the 9th from Rio 
d' Arenes, and Encamped at Videres, where the 
Army ſtill. was on the 12th. The Spaniards lay 
near Oftalricke. From Germany we are told, That 
the Mareſchal de Choiſeul, upon the News of the 
march of the Landgrave of Heſſe towards the 
Meuſe, was going to make a Detachment from 
his Army to joyn the Marquis de Harcourr, (who 
ands the French Troops in the County of 
Luxemburg,) and after that, would himfclf re- 
paſs the Rhine. We hear from Flanders, thar 
the Mareſchal de Villeroy has ſent a Derachmenc 
from his Camp at Machlen, ro reinforce Mare- 
ſchal Boufflers, who was by our laſt Letters Eri- 
camped at Gerpines, at the entrance into the Plain 
of St. Gerard. 

From the King's Camp at Corbais, Fine 28. 
The Elector of Colegne joyned the Army the 
| 26th, with a Troop of Grenadier Guards his 
Regiment of Horſe Guards, and two Battalions 
of Foot Guards, all of the Troops of Leige. The 
(ame Morning we had Advice, that 300 Horſe 
and Dragoons were marched from Charlergy 
this way, whereupon a ſtrong Party was ſent to 
intercept their return, bur were retired be- 
fore ours could reach them. The Troops with 
the Landrgrave of Heſſe were paſſing the Mere 
yeſterday at Viſet, between Liege and Maeſtrichr. 
We have juſt now Advice, Thar the French are 
moving from their Camp at St. Gerard; fome 
lay they are only making Detachments, but 
whether it is with regard to the Landgrave of 
feſſe or otherwiſe, cannot yer be certainly 
known. The Armies cnmanded by Prince 
Vaudemont, and the Marelchils de Villeroy and 
Bavfflers, continue in their former Camps, as do 
likewiſe the Troops with the Duke of Mirren 
berg at Vilvard. 

Hague, June 29. The Letters come in this 
Day from Brabant, fay, The Armies continued
